The fifteenth annual Bonnie Doon Bridge Building Derby 
was a huge success in 1986. Dr. S. Simmonds, a guest from 
the Department of Civil Engineering, U of A, who has 
attended most of the past contests was amazed at this 
year’s results. In the contest, Physics 30 students who 
volunteer to enter, design and construct a balsa wood 
bridge to span the distance between two ‘‘abutments.’’ The 
bridges are weighed and then tested to determine the 
maximum load they can hold up. The load is then divided 
by the weight of the bridge to determine what is called the 
“‘quotient.’’. The largest quotient wins. Loi Diep con- 
structed the most efficient bridge that has ever been seen, 
attaining a quotient of 3886 which surpasses the previous 
high of 2840 set in 1981. The other seven contestants are to 
be congratulated on their models also, many of which 
broke previous records. As a prize, Loi received a valuable 
reference book: ‘‘Handbook of Chemistry and Physics.”’

Might I give you an example of learning. When we as parents sent 
you to school you began your elementary education..Amongst | 
other things we expected-you to learn how to count. By the end of | 


elementary when you were asked what came after six you promptly 
responded Saturday morning cartoons. Upon the completion of 
Junior High when asked what came after nine your answer was the 
Bill Cosby Show. Now after twelve years we seé the results and 
there is evidence of learning. Tonight when you are asked what 
comes after twelve I am sure many of you will respond *‘After 
Grad.” 


After twelve years some of you will go on for further formal 
education. Many of you will go on to practical education 
programs. All of you will go on to some form of education because 


learning does not stop tonight. There are some easy lessons, and © 


some hard lessons but all knowledge requires work. Try never to 
ledve anything to chance but should this happen remember that 


chance favors the prepared mind. 


Remember your teachers, for they have had a difficult time 
pounding abstract thoughts into concrete heads. Remember your 
teachers, for they were not striving so much to teach as they were 


encouraging you to learn. Teaching and learning is well illustrated 
with this anecdote. A student who parked a car on the University 
of Toronto campus found this note on it from the great com- 
municator, Marshall McLuhan, “‘You are parking in my spot. 
Please find another elsewhere.’ The following day she replied to 
his note. ‘Dear professor, as you will realize, 1 moved. | am most 
grateful to you. Your note is the first of your writings | have fully 
understood.’* Remember your school. It has become a store house 
of knowledge. Perhaps this is because through the years the 
freshmen bring so many things and the seniors take away so little. 
As a senior do not make this mistake. Burden yourselves with all 
you can carry from here (and I don’t mean the books and bricks 
themselves but the knowledge stored in them). Whatever you 
choose to do, demand of yourself the fullest. Perhaps the most 
valuable result of all education is the ability to make yourself do 
the things you have to do, when it ought to be done, and whether 
you like it or not; it is the first lesson to be learned; and however 
early a person’s training begins, it is probably the last lesson he 
learns thoroughly. In the late 60's and 70’s many in our society 
struck on the notion of “doing your_own thing.’’ Unfortunately 
forsmany this meant doing nothing. Let me relate a short note on 
Nothing*which Dr, John Patérson)aired on his CJCA program. 
People tend to look at the word nothing and belittle it’s im- 
portance but the fact is that it can mean life or death, success or 
failure, joy or sadness. Mountain’climbers have died when they 
have stepped upon it. Parachuters are upset when they pull the rip 
cord.and ‘it comes out, Farmers have lost their farms when they 
grow it and ballplayers and hockey*coaches lose their jobs when 
they score it, On the other hand women have been whistled at 
when they wear it and many women make a good living dancing in 
it. It is also a reason for joy when it represents the sum total of 
your debts. It is what you earn when you do it. I have saved it over 
the years and now have it in my bank account. It is what you 
generally learn from a politician making his speech. It is often 
discussed at meetings and in arguments and fights start over the 
subject. | often find it in my mail box and only last night I got it 
from a milk machine, I-could go on but it would mean nothing. - 
For you the class of 86 do something! Then perhaps in the future 
you may pass this way again in your memories.
